At present, there are 
more than 240 children in 
fostér care in Madison and 
Bond counties. Each month, 
an additional 10 to 15 chil- 
dren need a foster family 
home. 

To help care for these 
children the state ager 
actively is seeking to 
license area homes in which 
foster children may be 
placed, Strayer said this 
week. 

In the Quad-City area 
alone, a total of 40 foster 
home vacancies is. needed. 

“We have had many good 


foster homes in this area 

throughout the years, but 

we urgently need more,” a 

staff worker said. 

The agency prefers to keep 
children in their home commu- 
nity and, if possible, the same 
school or educational district, 
thereby providirig the youngster 
a better chance to adjust to 
foster home care, he explained. 

Short term placements range 
from three to six months, al- 
though the majority of children 
are located in foster homes for 
a period of one-and-a-half to 
two years. A child conceiveably 
may remain in foster home 

up to age 18 years, the 
staff worker said 

Strayer said he hopes the 
community will respond to this 
pressing need and that many 
couples will contact the agency} 
for information on how to be 
came foster parent 

Information may be obtained 
by writing or calling the dis 
trict office of the Illinois De 
partment of Children and Fam 
ily Services, 116 Hillsboro Ave., 
Edwardsville, 1-656-8920. 

“Foster parents won't 
get rich from the state’: 
foster care payment,’” 
warns Strayer. “It is de- 
signed basically to cover 
the costs of the child’s 
board and room.

Some of the teeth are already 
badly decayed and others may 
have only minor cavities,” Har- 
rison explained. 

The sorted teth are positioned 
in wax in a hollow jaw form. 
The jaw is part of a complete 
head manikin made of stainless 
steel. After the teeth are posi- 
tioned, the wax is melted away 
and a rubbery substance re- 
sembling natural gums is plac- 
ed around the teeth to the jaw 
frame. 

Craig Stater, chief dental la- 
boratory technician at the 
School of Dental Medicine, and 
Joseph Lopez, dental lab tech- 
nician, have the job of sorting 
teeth and making the near life:

Law Provides Options to 
Mentally Ill Criminals

A person charged with a 
crime in Illinois, and then 
found unfit to stand trial, will 
no longer automatically find 
himself committed to a mental 
hospital under the custody of 
the mental health department. 

Instead he may be admitted 
to a private hospital or even be 
released? on bail on recogni- 
zance. If it chooses, the court 
can make it a requirement of 
release on bail that the defend- 
ant seek and undergo treatment 
for the mental condition which 
makes him unfit to stand trial 
on the criminal charge. 

The changes are all part of 
the new Illinois le of correc- 
tions which became effective 
Jan. 1 

Previously, anyone found in- 
competent or unfit to face trial, 
was automatically committed 
to the mental health depart- 
ment until such time as “rea- 
sonable grounds exist to believe 
that an incompetent is now 
competent.” 

Only the testimony of a psy- 
chi ‘jst was allowed in deter- 
mining if an accused person 
was competent to stand trial. 
Now, the defendant’s own at- 
torney, his friends and even 
fellow prisoners who had served 
time in jail with him can take 
the stand to testify about his 
fitness to stand trial. 

After such a hearing a court 
may find that the accused is 
unfit and qualifies for involun- 
tary commitment under the 
Mental Health Code of 1967, He 
may then be placed in a de} 
partment facility or could be 
placed instead in a private hos+ 
pital. 

In any event, if he is found 
unfit and in need of mental 
treatment, he still needn’t fear 
anyone will “throw away the 

* after he’s locked up. In- 
stead, the new code provides 
the department must return 
him to the trial court within 90 
days after the original finding, 
At this time, the court must 
again examine him to see if he 
is now competent to stand trial, 

Should he still be found unfit, 
and in need of. involuntary hos; 
pitalization, he can be returned 
to the department of mental 
health but the department must 
return ‘him to court at least 
once during each year he re- 
mains in department custody. 

Should he be considered unfit 
and confined for treatment for 
a period of time as long as the 
maximum sentence he could 
have received for the crime of 
which he was accused, the new 
law provides the criminal

But these infla- 
tionary costs, including a 4.5% 
across-the-board pay hike for 
OSPI employes: last year, haye 
been absorbed within the OSPI 
budgets under the Bakalis ad- 
ministration,

In spite of the budget cuts, 
Bakalis said he is confident his 
office will continue to operate 
efficiently and will continue to 
increase services.

Under the trimmed bidgét, 
84 jobs will be'cut from the 
fice.

The greatest foster care 
need is homes for teenagers 
like Brenda, Strayer said. 
Brenda’s mother died when 

she was a baby, and her father 
was not able to adequately care 
and provide for his | five chil- 
dren, She and her brothers and 
sisters have been separated for 
years, 

As Brenda grew older, she 
grew less secure. She avoided 
responsibility and began to re- 
sent any direction from adults. 
Her friends were experiencing 
similar feelings about their 
parents, but Brenda’s fears and 
uncertainties were more in- 
tense than the others. 

She spent two years in a chil- 
dren’s institution. There she 
learned to handle her feelings 
and emotions and can adjust to 
a foster family sitution again, 
Strayer reported. 

Another example cited by the 
Children and Family Services 
supervisor, involved a young- 
ster who needed emergency, 
temporary care. 

Peter, age 11, was found 
by the police at 11:30 at 
night curled up in the dopr- 
way of a deserted shoe te. 
pair shop. He had run away 
from home and was deter- 
mined not to ask for help 
from anyone. 

But by the time he was 
picked up, he was tired and 
cold and hungry. He almost 
wished he hadn’t run away. 

Peter’s mother was fran- 
tically looking for the boy, 
but had not yet admitted 
to herself that the police 
needed to be involved. 
Children such as Peter would 

be placed in an emergency, 
temporary fostef heme, Strayer 
explained. He would stay there 
until his mother was contacted 
and arrangements made for 
him to return home. 

Reasons why the boy ran 
away would be discussed with 
agency counselors and efforts 
would be made to improve the 
relationships or conditions 
which originally caused the 
problems, the supervisor re- 
lated. 

Emergency, temporary homes 
are those in which the child 
stays from 24 hours to 30 days, 
reported Strayer. 

‘These foster parents must: be 
willing to accept children at 
any hour of the day or night. 

The supervisor .said that ‘a 
child may have been removed 
from a family crisis just min- 
utes before a temporary foster 
family is contacted. He ma 
need diagnostic observation bé- 
fore a more permanent plan 
can be made, or he may need

a place to stay while a parent 
is hospitalized or receiving 
treatment. 

Amy and Andy represent 
three kinds of foster care re- 
sources which are sadly lack- 
ing, not only in this area but 
all over the United States, it 
was learned. 

Amy and Andy are 7-and- 
S-year-old black youngsters 
who are brother and sister. 
Their mother was declared 
an unfit parent by the court. 
Amy and Andy love their 
mother and cannot under- 
stand why they have to live 
somewhere else. 

Their situation reflects 
three essential areas of fos- 
ter care need, frequently 
the hardest to adequately 
fulfill — families for black 
children, families willing to 
take “older” children - that 
is, over the age of 5 or 6 
years, and families who will 
accept groups of brothers 
and sisters. 

In Amy and Andy’s case, as 
in many others, adoptive rights 
were not obtained from the 
court. This means that foster 
parents must realize that their 

, foster children are not likely 
to remain with them forever— 
that the natural parents have 
the right to keep in touch with 
them, that they might one day 
regain legal custody of their 
children, or that the right adop- 
tive parents might be found, 
Strayer said. 

The Department of Children 
and Family Services must place 
children like these in foster 
family homes everyday, the su- 
pervisor said. 

“Unfortunately,” he contin- 
ued, “the department does not 
always have enough foster fam- 
ilies available to care for such 
children, 

“We are looking for foster 
parents who are willing to ac- 
cept children as they are, with 
their individual personal prob- 
lems, entially, though, they 
need ental care and guid- 
ance, like all children. 

“We need foster parents 
for all types of children. 
But we especially need 
those who can be under- 
standing of teenagers, those 
who can be called on at a 
moment’s notice to take 
children for short periods of 
time, and those who can 
care for brothers and sis- 
ters, or youngsters requir- 
ing special attentign,” said 
Strayer. 

The greatest foster care 
need, however, is homes for 
teenagers like Brenda, he 
stressed. 

Some teens are mature and, 
often from being previously in- 
dependent, have developed a 
strong recognition of adults’ 
roles and responsibilities, the 
supervisor commented. 

Strayer pointed out that oth- 
ers have emotional difficulties 
which frequently show up as 
behavioral or attitudinal. prob- 
lems, as in Brenda's case. 
Teenagers in foster care re- 
quire a great deal of under- 
standing and patient guidance. 

There also is a scarcity of 
appropriate homes for children 
with chronic medical problems 
which may necessitate regular 
medication, frequent doctor 
visits or close observation. 
Some foster children require 
special attention because of 
physical, mental, or emotional 
handicaps, “he said. 

Different’ types of foster care 
homes are needed by the 
agency so that personnel can 
draw upon the “right” kind of 
home to provide the most ap- 
propriate care for each foster 
child, Strayer emphasized. 

Twenty-seven qualified people 
are employed at the Illinois 
Children and Family Services 


district office in Edwardsville, - 


including 20 child welfare work- 
ers. Further details about the 
foster care program may be 
learned by calling 1-656-8920.

-« Survey of Illinois Manufacturers Disclose 


Bleak Future Outlook for Energy Supply 


The IHinois Manufacturers’ 
Association on Friday released 
a report of energy shortage in 
Illinois during the period of 
Oct. 1 to Jan. 15, showing that 
shortages of natural gas, oil, 
and propane had hurt over 7% 
of companies’ responding to the 
survey. 

On Jan. 23, IMA mailed 6,075 
energy questionnaires to key 
personnel of 5,000 member 
plants. As of the middle of last 
week, 1,326 questionnaires had 
been returned to the Chicago 
office, and replies continue to 
be received. 

Among the key findings of the 
survey: 

1. Twenty-three per cent 
of the total of 1,326 respond- 
ing companies have been 
affected by the shortages. 
These concerns range from 
higher costs for alternative 
fuels to plant shutdowns. 

2. Ten plants were shut 
down in the period cov- 
ered; 37 plants suffered 
curtailed production. At 
least 13,000 employes were 
affected at a cost of some 
$3 million in lost wages and 
production. 

3. Fifty-three companies, or 
49% of the total, have had ex-

The report relates that the 
Midwest, including Illinois, has 
been spared the full effects of 
the current clean fuel energy 
shortage. 

A mild January obscured a 
fundamental economic and pol- 
itical problem which will, in 
time, affect most manufactur- 
ers and processors in Illinois, 
as well as commercial estab- 
lishments and the public di- 
rectly, the IMA said. 

“The roots of opr current 
and projected energy short- 
age are many,” it is con- 
tended, 

Unrealistically low prices 
for natural gas and | oil, 
coupled with strict environ- 
mental limitations on) the. 
burning of Illinois coal, 
have provided a strong 
economic push toward util- 
ization of artificially cheap 
fuels by large industrial 
and utility customers. 
“Tmport quotas and fear of 

dependency on foreign oil pro- 
ducers have further restricted 


supply. The Tax ‘Reform Act of 
1969 also reduced exploration 
incentives. 

Additional factors contribute 
to the bleak long-term outlook 
for tight gas and oil supplies. 

“These factors are the lower 
efficiency of automobile en- 
gines (because of pollution con- 
trol devices), lack of oil super- 
tanker docking facilities, and 
electric utility consumption af 
natural gas and heating oils to 
offset lags. in nuclear genera- 
ting capacity. 

“All these and other causes 
—including the waste of fuel 
by sloppy housekeeping prac- 
tices add to the probable 
shortage of clean fuels for in- 
dustrial plants; 

“While the causes and cures 
of the energy shortages are na- 
tional and international in 
scope, there are steps Illinois 
government and manufacturers 
can take. 

“These include fuel conserva- 
tion practices and reexamina- 
tion of needlessly restrictive 
limitations on the burning of 
Illinois coal.’” 


Birthright Chapter to 


Operate in: 


A group of citizens from 
Madison County met last week 
in Granite City to place in op-| 
eration a local organization of 
the Birthright movement, it 
was announced during the 
weekend. 

Elected to head the local 
chapter as president was Fran- 
cis Rees of Granite City. Other 
officers are: Dr. Felicia Koch, 
vice-president; Virginia Tuet- 
kin, secretary; and Jack Tritt- 
schuh, treasurer.

The principle that ‘“‘all human 
life is sacred” forms the basic 
philosophy of the Birthright 
movement, Rees explained. The 
program began in 1967 when 
Mrs. Louise Summerhill, a 
mother of seven children, set 
up an office in Toronto, Can- 
ada, to help expectant mothers 
of unwanted babies. 

From the beginning, Rees 
continued, Birthright has been 
essentially a counseling and 
referral agency. Operating 
through a widely publicized 
telephone number, the volun- 
teer workers attempt to con- 
sole the pregnant woman who 
calls and offer her opportuni- 
ties and alternatives for having 
the child rather than an abor- 
tion: 

Rees described the program 
as “a loosely structured fede- 
ration, sharing a common,goal 
and generally accepted princi- 
ples.” 

He noted fhat each state and 
jocal chapter is independent, 
however, and adapts its proce- 
dures to the community it 
serves. 

‘The initial problem facing the 
local group is securing Volun- 
teers to man the telephone, 
Rees advised. Hopefully, he 
continued, phone serivce will 
be available during the morn- 
ing hours, part of the afternoon 
and each evening. 

Contact also must be estab- 
lished by volunteers with doc- 
tors, hospitaals, welfare agen- 
cies and other area service 
groups in order to provide a

wide range of options for each 
caller, he explained.

s General Steel Reports 


$5 Million Loss and 
$31 Million Charge 


General Steel Industries, Inc., 
late Thursday announced re- 
sults for 1972 which confirmed 
preliminary estimates made 
public late last year, of a loss 
from operations of $5,088,000. 

Also- included for 1972 is an 
extraordinary charge of $31,- 
173,000 arising from discontinu- 
ance of the St, Louis Car Divi- 
sion and the Castings Division, 
the latter situated in Granite 
City. 

The loss for the year amount- 
ed to $2.02 per share before the 
extraordinary charge-a#d $14.39 
after the extraordinary charge, 
as compared with a per share 
loss of $3.46 in 1971 and a net 
loss of $8,715,000. 

For the continuing operations 

of General Steel, net sales in 
1972 were $42,256,000 as com- 
pared to $36,360,000 in 1971. Pre- 
tax earings for continuing 
operations amounted to $3,602,- 
000 in 1972 as compared to 
$1,366,000 in the prior year. 
' “Nineteen seventy-two was 
the year in which we reluctant- 
ly —and only after ,examining 
all known alternatives — made 
the decision to close the St, 
Louis Car and Castings Divi- 
sions. Terminating GSI's oper- 
ation of these unprofitable units 
was necessary to free the cor- 
poration of an intolerable finan- 
cial drain,” Gray said. 

“Operations at the two di- 
visions are being phased out 
and, with completion of 
present contracts, their as- 
sets will be liquidated, 

“A major effort lies be- 
fore management in 1973 to 
insure the orderly close- 
down of discontinued units 
within estimated costs, and 


to realize maximum bene- 

fits from their disposal,” 

he said, 

“In evaluating GSI’s future 
prospects, it should be remem- 
bered that the company has 
made substantial capital im- 
provements in new plant and 
facilities to support future 
growth and profitability in each 
of our continuing divisions. 

“These units enjoy the bene- 
fits of approximately $25,300,000 
invested in modern plant and 
facilities in the eight years 
since 1964. 

“The capital additions signifi- 
cantly increased their manu- 
facturing capacity and strength- 
ened their market positions. 

“While the restructured GSI 
has substantial earnings capac- 
ity, our results for the years 
immediately ahead will reflect 
unusually large interest charg- 
es associated with the heavy 
indebtedness we have incurred 
as a result of past problems 
with the Car and Castings divi- 
sions.”” 

GSI’s five ongoing divisions 
are National Roll Division, 
maker of cast iron and cast 
steel rolls used in steel mills 
and mills for the reduction of 
non-ferrous metals; Flex-O-Lite 
Division, producer of reflective 
products for highway and traf- 
fic safety. 

Standard Pipeprotection Di- 
vision, applicator of protective 
coatings and wrappings to steel 
pipe and a producer of extrud- 
ed plastic pipe; Ludlow-Saylor 
Wire Cloth} Division, manufac- 
turer of industrial wire cloth 
and screen; and Simplicity En- 
gineering Co., a designer and 
builder of screening, crushing 
and conveying equipment. 


Tax Credits Allowed for 
Hiring Public Aid Clients 


Tax credits have been imple- 
mented by the federal govern- 
ment in an effort to encourage 
employers to hire persons who 
are members of families re- 
ceiving public assistance, ac- 
cording to Ernst W. Kuhn, em- 
ployer relations representative 
of the Work Incentive Program. 

By filling vacancies with ap- 
plicants from the WIN  pro- 
grams, employers are eligible 
to seek federal income tax 
credits equal to 20% of the first 
12 months earnings of employes 
hired through the WIN pro- 
gram, Kuhn explained. 

To qualify for the tax credit, 
certain criteria must be met, 
ie., the employe on whose in- 
come the credit is based shall 
not have displaced any individ- 
ual from employment; wages 
paid must consist of cash re- 
muneration only, including 
amounts deducted or withheld; 
wages paid must be incurred 
in the employers trade or bus- 
iness; the employe may not be 
a close relative of the employer. 

The credit applies to all 
wages, paid or incurred during 
the employe’s first 12 months 
employment. If the employe 
quits ‘or is discharged for mis- 
conduct, the credit still is 
available on the months he was 
employed. 

If the employe is discharged 
without cause during the first 
24 months, the tax credit would 
not be available and, if previ- 
ously claimed, would be subject 
to recovery. 

In addition to the tax credit, 
employers can receive reim- 
bursemént for the cost of train- 
ing an employe in a specific oc- 
cupation, Kuhn said, Under the 
WIN. on-the-job. training pro- 
gram, the employer will be re- 
imbursed for training costs up 


to 50% of the employe’s wages. ~ 


The period of time covered 
by an on-the-job training con- 
tract can range from 6 weeks 
to 44 weeks, depending on the 
level of skill involved for the 
job, The employer forfeits no 
rights under an on-the-job 
training contract. 

He retains the right of select- 
ing the person or persons to be 
trained and: the employers nor- 
mal personnel and performance 
requirements apply to the 
trainee during,and after com- 
pletion of the training contract. 

The WIN program feels it is 
necessary that applicants be re- 
ferred to positions which result 
in meaningful, self-sustaining 
employment and that employ- 
ers have applicants who are de- 
pendable, capable workers.

Dixon to Oppose Change 


In Tax Exempt Status of 
State, Municipal Bonds 


State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon 
announced Thursday he has 
taken the first step in fighting 
any Congressional action that 
would alter the tax exempt 
status of state or municipal 
bonds ‘“‘because it would raise 
by at least 40% the cost to 
Illinois taxpayers of issuing 
such bonds.”” 

Dixon told a news conference 
in the State of Illinois building 
that he has learned from press 
reports that Chairman. Wilbur 
Mills and the U. S, House Ways 
and Means Committee plan to 
offer legislation that would de- 
stroy or alter the tax exempt 
status of state and municipal 
bonds. 

The treasurer said he has 
written to Mills, asking an op- 
portunity to be heard in opposi- 
tion to such legislation, explain- 
ing: 

“The loss of the tax exempt 
status would naturally make 
such bonds much less attrac- 
tive to the investor and the in- 
terest rate that the state and 
municipalities would have to 
pay to make their bonds mar- 
ketable would increase dramat- 
ically. 

“In other words, the taxpay- 
ers would be paying much 
more to finance very vital proj- 
ects.”” 

He pointed to a recent exam- 
ple, in which last month, the 
treasurer’s office accepted bids 
‘on $150,000,000 in bonds, for 
the state's capital development 
and for transportation. 

“The net interest cost was 
approximately $93-million,’’ 
Dixon wrote Mills, noting that 
“if these were not tax exempt 


bonds, the net interest cost 
would have been at least 40% 
higher, for an additional $37- 
million cost to Illinois taxpay- 
ers.” 

Whereas the interest bid suc- 
cessfully on these issues was 
4.76 percent, Dixon said, ‘‘with- 
out |the tax éxempt provision, 
these bonds would have to com- 
pete in the market place with 
corporate issues on which in- 
terest rates, on the same day, 
ranged between 6% and 7%.” 

In his letter to Chairman 
Mills, the treasurer pointed out 
that legal justification for mu- 
nicipal tax exemption is strong 
and documented by a number 
of court cases. ‘It is not a gift 
from the federal government,” 
he emphasized. 

“Tf the federal government 
thad the right to tax the states 
or their debt instruments, it 
would ‘have the right to tax the 
states out of business. Local 
control of local affairs and local 
financing for local projects 
could not exist in such an en- 
vironment,” the treasurer 
argued. 

“at a time when states, mu- 
nicipalities, school districts and 
other taxing bodies find them- 
selves in a financial crisis, any 
legislation that would add to 
their problems is ill-timed, un- 
wise and fiscally unsound,” he 
declared. 

How Illinois would be affect- 
ed by any such change can 
be demonstrated dramatically, 
Dixon told news reporters, 

“At this moment,” he said, 
“the State of Illinois has au- 
thorized but ‘not yet issued

Lincoln Never Celebrated.His Own Birthday 


Springfield, Ill. — The most 
important historical events in 
Illinois during February for 
more than half a century have 
been the observances of Abra- 
ham Lincoln's birthday. 

These observances, in’ the 
form of banquets, pilgrimages 
and special programs and dis- 
plays have increased in num- 
ber and attendance year after 
year. But Lineoln himself nev- 
er observed his birthday, nor, 
as far as_ historians ye 
learned, did he ever receive a 
birthday present. 

The most authoritative study 
of Lincoln's activities is the 
three-volume work titled “Lin- 
coln Day by Day, a Chronology, 
1809-1865”, edited by Earl 
Schenck Miers and published 
in 1960 by the Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial Commission. 

It is a revised version of 
earlier works compiled by Lin- 
coln scholars Paul M. Angle, 


Harry E. Pratt and Benjamin 


P. Thomas. The revision mere- 
ly added newly discovered ma- 
terial. A search through “Day 
by Day” and other publica- 
tions, manuscripts and news- 
papers in the Illinois State His- 
torical Library reveals all that 
historians know about Lincoln's 
birthdays, 

In response to a request for 
a biographical sketch, Lincoln 
wrote in June, 1860, “I was 
born Feb. 12, 1809, in then Har- 
din County, Kentucky, at a 
point within the new recently 
formed county of Larue, a 
mile, or a mile and a half 
from where Hodgin'sville now 
is.” Although this is his only 
mention of the date the records 
show what he was doing on 
most of his birthdays. 

During the period from 1834 
to 1842 when he was a Sanga- 
mon County — representative, 
Lincoln. spent the day attending 
sessions of the Illinois General 
Assembly, Between then and

Township salary raises voted 
last week will become effective 
with the beginning of new 
terms of office — on May 1 for 
the Granite City supervisor and 
on Jan. 1, 1974, for the asses-

Salaries of public officials 
cannot be changed in mid- 
terms. 

Aldermen Roy Poulos, 
Gerald Parmley and Emer- 
ald Dawes spearheaded last 
week’s opposition to a $20,- 
000 per year salary for the 
mayor’s office. Dawes con- 
tended that a salary of $18,- 
500 would be more ap- 
proriate for the office. 

Parmley said the mayor 
“doesn’t run the city with- 
out help. Yet some of you 
(aldermen) who refuse to 
vote for a 4% raise for city 
employes now turn around 
and vote for a 52% raise 
for the mayor... I say 
that a 52% raise is too 
much for any one job at 
any one time.” 

Poulos, who placed the ordin- 
ance before the city council as 
chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee, protested that the 
mayor also receives $75 a 
month car allowance, $125 per 
month in expenses and $1,000 a 
year as liquor control commis- 
sioner. 

“This means the mayor 
would: receive about $23,000 a 
year. I can’t favor this kind 
of a salary as long as all those

Finance Committee for a fu- 
ture recommendation. 

The council also was in- 
formed that construction of 
drainage facilities to serve the 
Melrose-Briarcliff area would 
cost the city an estimated $556,- 
000, of which $496,000 would be 
constryction cost and the bal- 
ance in engineering fees.

1860 (when he was elected 
President) his birthdays were 
spent either in court or at his 
office. 

This routine was interrupted 
by his term in the Thirtieth 
Congress (1847-49) when he at- 
tended the sessions on his 
birthday. Incidentally, “Day by 
Day” reports that on Feb. 12, 
1844, he “buys pr. socks for 
Robt., age 6 mo., for 13c"" and 
on that date in 1851 he “spends 
7c for Ib. nail 

On Feb. 12, 1853, the Illinois 
State Senate voted to change 
the county seat of Logan Coun- 
ty from Mt. Pulaski to Lin- 
coln’s namesake town — the 
house had passed the measure 
the previous day, That was as 
close as he ever came to re- 
ceiving a birthday present. 

Lincoln’s busiest birthday was 
undoubtedly his fifthy-second — 
Feb, 12, 1861, It was also prob- 
ably his mast enjoyable. He 
had left Springfield the pre- 
vious morning enroute to Wash- 
ington to assume the presidency 
and had stayed overnight at 
the Bates House in Indianapo- 
lis. 
On the morning of the 12th 
he had breakfast at the Indiana 
governor’s mansion and then 
went to the capitol to greet 
members of the legislature. 
Back at his hotel he addressed 
a crowd that had gathered 
there, and welcomed Mrs. Lin- 
coln and their sons who had 
arrived on a later train. 

At about l1/a-m. the partly 
boarded a train for Cincinn 
and Lincoln made brief r 
platform speeches at stops 
five Indiana towns enroute. 
huge and enthusiastic crowd 
greeted him in Cincinnati and 
he rode in a two-hour parade to 
the Burnet House where he ad- 
dressed the crowd, attended a 
public reception in the dining 
room, and later spoke to anoth- 
er large audience from the ho- 
tel balcony} 

On his | four birthdays in 
Washington Lincoln spent most 
of his time at his White House 
desk. On Feb. 12, 1862, his son 
Willie wds sick with typhoid 
fever and the President was 
with him much of the day — 
the boy died on Feb. 20. 

On Feb, 12, 1864, Lincoln held 
a cabinet meeting at which 
“Jittle of particular importance” 
happened. His last birthda 
Feb. 12, 1865, was one of bus 
ness as usual, 

The previous evening he at- 
tended a reception which Mrs. 
Lincoln held but there was no 
mention that it had anything to 
do with the President's birthday.

Abraham Lincoln of Illinois Stands Tall in History 


Editor’s note: Today, Feb. 
12, the nation celebrates 
the birth of Abraham Lin- 
coln, our 16th president. 
Destined to guide the United 
States through one of its 
darkest periods, Lincoln 
made decisions based on 
principles that are as valid 
today as they were in his 
time.

Eightscore and four years ago 
this nation brought forth a ge- 
nius named Abraham Lincoln. 
He was destined to guide it 
through the darkest period of 
its history. 

Of ali the great figures 
America has' produced, - none 
stands taller than this towering 
champion of human dignity, 
equality and freedom. 

‘Yet during his lifetime, until 
it was ended by an assassin’s 
bullet at 56, no man was more 
belittled and scorned. 

“Traitor,”’ ‘bloodstained crim- 
inal,” “charlatan,” ‘‘a crude, 
lliterate mian who jokes when 
a nation mourns’? — these and 
other slanders he bore/ with a 
proad-shouldered shrug, with 
malice toward none, with char- 
ity for all. 

Lincoln's world of cravats, 
crinolines and horse carriages 
may seem dustily remote from 
the modern world of space 
rockets and nuclear bombs. 

The decisions he made as 
President, however, were found- 
ed on principles that are as 
valid today as they were then— 
basic truths that span all gen- 
erations in the age-old struggle 
between right and wrong. 

‘There are striking parallels 
between the problems prevail- 
ing in Lincoln’s troubled time 
and those facing the nation to- 
day, when again it is divided 
over moral issues and a Presi- 
dential decision could mean the 
difference between freedom and 
bondage. 

Minority dissidents 
activists, antiwar | protestors, 
draft- dodgers, riots, violence 
and lawlessness—none of these 
was new to Lincoln. 

He spoke of “the increasing 
disregard for law which per- 
vades the country—the grow- 
ing disposition to substitute 
wild and furious passions in 
lieu of sober judgment, and 
the worse - than- savage mobs 
for the executive ministers of 
justice.”” 

The self-taught lawyer 
from backwoods country 
was aware that preserva- 
tion of the nation depended 
on vigilance in maintaining 
its laws and in: ions. 

He had an abiding faith in 
the strength and virtue of 
the-people to perfect their 
own destinies through or- 
dered self-government, 

“This country, with its 
institutions, belongs to the 
people who inhabit it,” he 
said in his first inaugural 
address. 

“Why should there, not be 
a patient confidence in the 
ultimate justice of the peo- 
ple? Is there any better or 
equal hope in the world?” 
This ‘patient confidence” 

was to be severely tested. 

Lincom did ‘not want the 
tragic war between the states. 

But when it came, he prose-

cuted it with all his being, de- 
termined to defend union and 
liberty, insisting that “the 
struggle of today is not alto- 
gether for today; it is for a vast 
future also.” 

‘As the cruel conflict dragged 
on and casualties mounted on 
both sides, so did criticism of 
Lincoln grow. 

He was accused of provoking 
the war, 

“We have no honeyed words 
for such a ruler as Abraham 
Lincoln,” wrote a New Jersey 
editor. 

He described him as “a per- 
jured traitor, who has betrayed 
his country and caused the 
butchery of hundreds of thou- 
sands of people of the United 
States in order to accomplish 
either his own selfish purpose, 
or to put in force a fanatical, 
impracticable idea.” | 

Others blamed him for carry- 
ing on a war they said should 
have been avoided. 

Powerful voices in Congress 
proclaimed, despite victories 
on the battlefield, that the war 
could not be won and, in fact, 
was already lost 

There was growing public 
clamor for peace at any price. 

Inflation, caused by unprece- 
dented federal spending and 
huge budget deficits, added to 
the general dissatisfaction. 

The national debt rose, na- 
tional credit was seriously im- 
paired, and critics in Congress 
moved to choke of appropria- 
tions. 

“Defeat, debt, taxation, sep- 
ulchers, these are your tro- 
phies,”” growled Congressman 
Clement L, Vallandigham, lead- 
er of the western Peace Demo- 

in one bitter denuncia- 


“The war for the Union is, 
in your hands, a most bloody 
and costly failure... and you 


have not conquered the South. , 


You never will.” 

Vallandigham called for a 
halt to the’ fighting. ‘“‘Make an 
armistice — no formal treaty,” 
he demanded. 

“Withdraw | your army from 
the acceeded states.” 

Subversive influences also 
were at work, 

Extremists, belonging to se- 
cret groups and plotting in local 
cells, organized resistance to 
the draft and encouraged deser- 
tion. 

Through all the discord 
and disunity, Lincoln held 
unwaveringly his moral 
convictions. 

He refused to be distract- 
ed by conflicts of personal- 
ity and detail. The preser- 
vation of the American 
experiment in government 
overshadowed all other 
questions. 

Lincoln’s cautious, pragmatic 
approach to every problem 
summed up in his frank asser- 
tion: “My policy is to have no 
policy’—gave rise to frequent 
accusations of opportunism. 

In fact, far from compromis- 
ing his beliefs for self-gain or 
to appease others, he stuck 
stubbornly to the hard line ‘of 
principle. 

“Important 
and must be flexible,” 
said. 

His guiding principle was the 
Declaration of Independence 
proposition that “all men are 


principles may 
he also 
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created equal’? and that self- 
determination was their inalien- 
able right. 

Though he won undying glory 
as the “Great Emancipator, 
he regarded the freedom of 
slaves as incidental to the 
larger: issues of preserving the 
American -ideal of self-govern- 
ment. 

“My paramount object in this 
struggle is to save the Union, 
and is not either to save or de- 
stroy slavery,” he declared. 

“Tf 1 could save the Union 
without freeing any salves I 
would do it, and if I could do 
it by freeing all the slaves I 
would do it; and if I could do 
it by freeing .some and leaving 
others alone, 1° would also do 
it 


The basic issue of “‘Lincoln’s 
war,” as some called it, was 
fundamental freedom under 
morally sound laws that ail 
men could understand. 

He knew it was the severest 
testing time for American de- 
mocracy. 

Only after the nation had 
come successfully through 
its “fiery trial,” and the 
agonizing events that had 
passed into history, did the 
true genius of this modest, 
unpretentious man come to 
be appreciated. 

Then other men marveled 
at the brilliant mind which 
—through all the tumult— 
could pierce to the heart of 
complex problems, where 
right and wrong seemed in- 


extricably mingled, with un- 

erring logic. 

Today, Lincoln is held in uni- 
versal regard as the embodi- 
ment of American democracy 

Americans “revere him as a 
symbol of the nation’s great- 
ness—a plain man from humble 
origins whose staunch courage 
and steadfast purpose finally 
saved the Union and preserved 
it for succeeding generations. 

One man who already saw 
Lincoln's greatness in historical 
perspective, even as the Pres- 
ident lay dying by an ass: 
sin’s ‘hand more than a century 
ago, was Secretary of War Ed- 
win M. Stanton, who made the 
prophetic remark 

“Now he belongs 
ages.”

Howlett Urges Legislation to 
Protect Sources of Newsmen 


Legislation to protect freedom 
of the press from government 
interference was urged Friday 
night by Michael J. Howlett 
Illinois’ Secretary of State. 

Addressing the West Subur- 
ban Bar Association at a dinner 
in Schiller Park, Howlett said 
recent U. S. Supreme Court rul- 
ings, have shaken the faith of 
investigative reporters that the 

irst Amendment to the U. S. 
Constitution will protect them 

“The First Amendment says 
that Congress shall make no 
law abridging the freedom of 
speech and of the press,” said 
Howlett 

“Yet, we have read of at 
least five reporters who have 
been jailed for refusal to dis- 
close their confidential sources 
of information 
“The right to protect a source 
information is necessary to 
effective investigation by a 
news reporter, Any restriction 
of news media in the search for 
truth will destroy the free flow 
of information to the public, 

“Major scandals in public of- 
fice have been exposed by 
news media on information sup- 
plied by unidentified sources 
Many stories published about 
crime and drug. abuse would 
never have been printed if the 


of 


informant had been afraid of 
being ‘identified. 

“In Illinois, we have 
law since Sept. 22, 1971, which 
protects in some measure the 
right of reporters to Keep their 
information confidential. It was 
sponsored by two lawyers, Ar- 
thur Berman, a Chicago Demo- 
crat, and Thomas Rose, a 
Jacksonville Republican. 

Under the Berman-Rose 
measure, a court, after hear 
ing the parties, could order 
newsman to disclose his sources 
only if the court finds: 

1, That the information sought 
does not concern matters, or 
details in any procéeding, re 
quired to be kept secret under 
the laws of this state or of the 
Federal government; and 

That all other available 
sources of information have 
been exhausted and disclosure 
of the information sought is es- 
sential to the protection of the 
public interest involved. 

“The Illinois law never 
been tested in court. But since 
1 similar California statute did 
not stand up in the lower 
courts, we must consider the 
possibility that the same thing 
could happen here. In the Cal- 
ifornia case the reporter spent 
four months in jail before he

Springfield — The 78th Gen- 
eral Assembly moves along and 
already a long series of bills 
dealing with public education 
have hit the legislative grist 
mill. 

Legislation which probably 
will be watched closely deals 
with giving the right of public 
employe labor unions, including 
teachers’ unions or groups, the 
right to bargain collectively 
with their employers. 

The legislation, sponsored by 
Rep. Thomas J. Hanahan Jr., 
D-McHenry, also provides for 
a state labor relations board to 
supervise elections of public 
employes labor unions and in- 
vestigate charges of unfair 
labor practices. 

Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Skokie, 
has introduced a_ bill which 
provides that teacher dismis- 
sal. hearings be held before a 
disinterested hearing _ officer 
appointed and paid by the 
State School Supt.’s Office. 

Rep. W. T. Simms, R-Rock- 
ford, has tossed a bill in .the 
House hopper which provides 
that the Public Health Depart- 
ment: require schoo! children to 
be immunized against commu- 
nicable diseases before entering 
the fifth grade. 

Simms also is sponsoring 
legislation which provides for 
state income tax credits for 
contributions made to institu- 
tions of higher learning. 

Rep. Daniel Pierce, D-High- 
land Park, is ‘sponsoring legis- 
lation which provides an_ in- 
come tax exemption for tuition 
of up to $2,000 per child for 
children attending public or 
private schools inside or out of 
the state.

During January 


An unusually high number of 
deaths and a low number of 
births were reposted in the 
Quad-City area in January, ac- 
cording to a vital statistics re- 
port released by Robert.

Treatment Center Fighting Alcoholism, 
Third Ranking Health Problem in Nation 


Alcoholism is the nation’s 
third ranking health problem, 

Margaret Tighe, director of 
the Abuse and Addiction Treat: 
ment Center at Alton State 
Hospital, told the Press-Record, 
“People can repeat the pro- 
gram here a tremendouse num- 
ber of times because we never 
know. what specific time might 
be the time that. they will hear 
the message.” 

The program has six profes; 
sional treatment staff mem} 
bers, who work with an aver- 
age of 25 clients 

These clients live on the 
wards and come to the pro- 
gram by recommendation of 
their primary therapist, on a 
seven-day-a-week basis. 

A structured program is held 
Monday through Friday, and 
the weekend program is geared 
to explore the question, “How 
do you use your leisure time?’* 

Staff’ members work on an 
alternate schedule during the 
weekends, and it also gives 
them an opportunity to do in- 
dividual counseling, as well as 
orientate both visitors and 
families to the program, and 
to conduct interviews. 

Increasing the program 
include weekends began 
cently. 

“Weekends 
time for both 
families to be 
apy groups,” 
pointed out. 

The structured program off- 
ers Group Therapy, Individual 
Therapy, Role Training, Ex- 
periencial Groups, Lectures, 
Discussion Groups, Film Ther- 
apy, Tapes, Introduction to Al- 
coholics Anonymous, Activity 
Therapy and Physical Fitness 
Therapy. 

How long a client remains in 
the program depends on each 
individual. The staff tries to 
set up certain goals and, if he 
reaches that goal, he is recom- 
mended to his primary therap- 
ist for discharge. 

The program is not ne- 
cessarily a six-week pro- 
gram anymore. Ann Hueb- 
ner, alcoholism counselor, 
said, “It depends on what 
the ‘client is saying about 
himself in the various 
groups, as well as how he 
conducts himself on home 
visits. 

“It depends also on how 
he looks at his problem 
and how he takes steps to 
deal with these problems.” 
Clients in the program at- 

tend community AA meetings 
every Monday night, held at 
the hospital 

Through this meeting, they 
establish some | communication 
lines on who to contact for help 
when they go home. And it is 
an educational tool for rehabil- 
itation. 

On Wednesday evening, sel- 
lected clients attend AA meet- 
ings in Edwardsville.

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Increased Retirement Income Security for Employes Is Goal 
Of Proposal Which Will Be the Topic of Hearings This Week 


Comment by the Press-Record bu- 
reau in Washington—The Senate is 
giving the green light to a pension re- 
form bill that was so badly mauled in 
committee last year it was discarded in 
the closing days of the 92nd Congress. 

Hearings have been scheduled Feb. 
15 and 16 by the Senate Labor and 
Public Welfare Committee on the 
legislation, Retirement Income Security 
for Employes Act. (S-4), introduced 
by Sen. Harrison A. Williams Jr., D- 
N.J., chairman of the committee, and 
Sen Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., senior 
Republican on the committee, and 
Sen Abe Ribicoff, D-Conn., as co- 
sponsors. 

Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson Ill, D-Ill, 
is a co-sponsor of the pension reform 
bill. Gordon Howard, retired .advertis- 
ing director of Elgin National Watch 
Co., is expected to testify on behalf of 
pension reform at the hearing. 


The Elgin pension fund within a 
relatively short time has become a 
cause celebre on Capitol Hill as the 
result of a concerted letter-writing 
campaign among Elgin pensioners to 
put their case before Congress. 

Williams’. committee last year was 
unanimots in its support of the pension 
reform bill when it reported the legis- 
lation out. The bill was referred to the 
Senate Finance Committee, which over 
Ribicoff's strong objections stripped 
it of its provisions relating to vesting, 
funding, portability and plan termina- 
tion insurance. The bill never passed 
the Senate. 


The sponsors re-introduced the bill 
on the opening day, Jan. 4, of the 
93rd Congress, saying they were heart- 
ened by the pledge of leaders on both 
sides of the aisle to give it priority t 
session. S 

They said Congress is “Mindful of 
the tremendous interest and concern 
expr d throughout the country over 
per and welfare reform legisla 
tion.

J We should now move decisively to 
fulfill this commitment in 1973 be+ 
cause | do not believe that American 
workers, who are the backbone of our 
nation’s economic and social system, 
will continue patiently to tolerate fur- 
ther delays and obstacles to the at- 
tainment of their just demands for 
comprehensive protection of their pen- 
sion rights,"’ Javits said when the 93rd 
Congress opened. 


“If this crucial legislation,” Ribicoff 
said, “is enacted, the 93rd Congress 
will justifiably be remembered as. the 
workingman’s Congre: 

This is what the pension reform bill 
would do: 

|. Establish in the Department of 
Labor an Office of Pension and wel- 
fare Plan Administration headed by 
an assistant secretary appointed by the 
President with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

This office would be responsible for 
promotion, establishment, administra- 
tion and operation of employe bene- 
fits plans, and enforcement of the law. 

2. Prescribe minimum requirements 
on vesting, the worker's nonforfeitable 
right or interest in his accrued benefits 
in a pension fund. 

After eight years on the job, the 
worker would vest 30% of pension 
benefits. This would increase 10% an- 
nually to 100% after 15 years. The 
past service of a worker 45 or older 
on the effective vesting date would be 
recognized in computing the individ- 
ual’s vested interest 

3. Require pension plan managers 
to accumulate contributions at a rate 
sufficient to assure that unfunded ben- 
efit obligations could be paid in 30 
years. The Secretary, under certain cir- 
cumstances, would be empowered to 
grant variances for qualifying plans. 

4. Establish a voluntary program for 
portability. A worker could take his 
vested pension credits from job to job 
through a voluntary central clearing- 
house fund administered by the Labor 
Department. Pensions today generally 
are not portable. 

5. Require every private 
plan to take out.federal insurance to 
guarantee payment of vested pension 
credits. This plan-termination insu: 
ance would guarantee the vested pay 
ments if the employer goes out of busi- 
ness or the pension plan lacks assets to 
pay the pension credits 

6. Require additional and more com- 
prehensive disclosure in reports to be 
filed with the federal government. 
Workers would also receive a_ more 
comprehensive explanation of the 
pension plan. 

7. Establish: federal jurisdiction and 
provide adequate remedies to both the 
government and the worker for judi- 
cial and administrative enforcement of 
the bill's provisions. This would in- 
clude recovery of pension benefits due

After two years as secretary 
of Health, ‘Education and Wel: 
fare, Elliott Richardson has 
probably learned from his ex.

Attorney General Bolsters Faith of 
Public in Effective Government 


The public’s faith in govern- 
ment supposedly has deterior- 
ated during the past decade. 


But we were impressed last 
week by the interest and re- 
spdnse of Illinois Attorney Gen- 
eral William J. Scott. 

Scott did not have to, but he 
was willing to intervene in a 
fund drive here at a time when 
it, seemed the public had little 
protection against being taken 
advantage of by solicitors who 
erred in their presentation of 
the facts. 

There was concern that 
fa situation had developed 
in which the citizenry had 
ino one to turn to. 

But Scott, one of the most 
able and energetic state of- 
ficials whom we have been 
privileged to know, proved 
once again that our system 
jot laws is sufficient to cope 
with most of the challenges 
that arise. 

The particular law applied 
hy the attorney general in this 
instance, Chapter 23 of S 
tion 5106, relates thi 
gon shall act as 
fund raiser for 
organization required to re 
fer pursuant to Section 2 of 
this act’? except under speci- 
fied condition:

He contended Friday that 
the defendant “has to thi 
date collected funds from 
the general public in 
amounts unknown but be- 
lieved to be a large sum, 
but the whereabouts of said 
fund and those exercising 
control of it, other than the 
defendant, are unknown. 

The attorney general al- 
leged that the defendant 

“failed or refused to file a 

registration statement with 

the attorney general of Iili- 

nois prior to the com- 

mencement of said drive 
for funds from citizens and 
businesses in Madison 

County as required, 

“The defendant has failed or 
refused to post bond as a pro- 
fessional fund-raiser as re- 
quired, and has otherwise fail- 
ed or refused to comply with 
the laws of the state of Illinois 
pertaining to the solicitation 
and collection of funds for 
charitable purposes.” 

Requests made by Scott In- 
cluded a temporary order re- 
straining fund solicitation; set 
ting of a hearing; an account 
ing of all funds; appointment 
of a guardian to protect the 
interests of the minor involved; 
and “taxing all costs of this 
proceeding against the defen 
dant 

As noted, Scott probably 
could have stayed “above the 
battle’ and let the drive con- 
tinue. 

But he has given ample evi 
dence during his more than 
four years in the office that 
he is not content with the 
status quo when convinced 
that. an existing condition is 
detrimental to the public. 


This kind of activist ap- 
proach to the duties of the 
office could be abused, per- 
haps, but does not appear 
to have been by Mr. Scott. 

Rather, his skilled and 
thorough performance 
raises the question of whe- 
ther less active attorneys- 
general may have contrib- 
uted to public disrespect 
for government by being 
too near-sighted and easy- 
going. 

A point in the local case 

which struck us was the con- 
tention that the plaintiffs — 
Mr, and Mrs. John Q. Citizen 
— “are without adequate rem 
edy, save in'a court of equity.” 

Thanks to the attorney gen- 
eral and to a cpurt system 
which also is willing to “‘be- 
come involved“ and to “stand 
up and be counted,” the public 
is no longer “without adequate 
remedy."”
